Sunday, Mrs Jane Foley, aged 65 years.

Mre, Foley, formerly Mra, Josiah
Marsh, was a pioneer of 1850. She was
married to Mr. Foley about twenty years
ago. She has been in poor health for
gome time.

Hon. Richard J. Monroe.

Miss Kate Oraig is In Lewiston, Idaho,
where she went about two weeks ago to
attend the funeral of her half brother,
Richard A. Monroe, who died at Lewis-
ton Thareday, Sept. 24th. Mr. Monroe
was well known to the ecitizens of The
Dalles, having lived here for several
vears subsequent to 1851,

Decensed was a charter member of Nez
Perce Lodge No. 10, of which he was
Worshipial Master in 1881-2,and he was
High prieat of Lewiston chapter No. 4,
R. A. M., and was aleo a 14 degree Scot-
tish Rite Mauson. He was a charter
member of Clearwater Lodge No. 11, A.
0. U. W., in which he held a beneficiary
certificate for $2,000.

Richard James Monroe was born in
Florida, on Christmae day, 1836. A few
months after his birth, his father, who
wias an army surgeon, was killed 1n an
Indian engagement. His mother re-
taorned to Boston, Mass., and a few years
later married Dr. Craig, aleo a surpeon
in the U. 8, army. They were stationed
at differeut pointe in Maine, Michigan
and Wisconsin antil 1851, when Craig
was ordered to The Dalles, Or., coming
by way of the Isthmus of Panama,
where several of his children died of
cholera. After leaving the eervice he
and his stepson, the subject of thie
skefch, engaged in the drug business at
The Dalies. In 1855 Mr. Monroe volan-
teered in Company B, 1st regiment
Oregon Volunteers, and served in the
Cayase war notil its close, and also in a
campaign against the Mormons in Utah,

From 1860 to 1867 Lie was engaged in
freighiing and merchandising in varione
sections contignone to Lewiston, coming
to that place as early as 1836. In 1867
he went into the druog bosiness in Lewis-
ton,and in 1871 be was appointed register
of the Lewiston land office by President
Grant, He was reappointed by FPresi-
dents Hayes and Harrison and in all
eerved abont vighteen years in this posi-
tion, longer than any other official ever
served in this department of the govern-
ment. He was a member of the last
Idaho legislature and had served several
terms as mayor of the city of Lewiston.

On accovnt of his death the public
gchoole were adjonrned and the teachers
and puopile attended the foneral in a
body.
